The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a fuel cell 
humidifying system comprising a flow path switching mechanism for switching gas passages 
leading to a humidifier. 

The prior art, such as Bertioli U.S. Patent 3, 607,423, teaches a fuel cell humidifying 
system comprising a cleaning mechanism. The reference is silent to a flow path switching 
mechanism for switching gas passages leading to the humidifier. Therefore, the instant claims 
are patentably distinct from Bertioli.
